This communication is in reply to a Notice of Incomplete Reply 
(Nonprovisional) dated February 26, 2002. Enclosed are copies of the Notice of Incomplete 
Reply; each of the documents filed by Applicants on November 30, 2001, in response to a 
Notice to File Missing Parts (mailing date of September 26, 2001); and a copy of the OIPE 
stamped return postcard relating to the documents filed on November 30, 2001.

REMARKS 

The Notice of Incomplete Reply (Non provisional) dated February 26, 2002, 
indicates that the United States Patent and Trademark Office received and entered Applicants' 
November 30, 2001, reply to the Notice to File Missing Parts (mailing date of September 26, 
2001). However, the Notice of Incomplete Reply states that Jonathan S. Owen's signature was 
missing from the oath or declaration. Consequently, the Notice of Incomplete Reply requires 
that an oath or declaration with Jonathan S. Owen's signature be submitted. For the reasons 
stated below, Applicants respectfully contend that the Notice of Incomplete Reply was issued 
in error.

The return postcard specifically indicates that Applicants submitted two (2) 
signed Declaration and Power of Attorney forms in reply to the Notice to File Missing Parts. 
One of the signed Declaration and Power of Attorney forms included the signatures of 3 of the 
4 inventors (Clark R. Landis, Wiechang Jin, and Thomas P. Clark) and the other signed 
Declaration and Power of Attorney form included the signature of the fourth inventor, 
Jonathan S. Owen. A copy of the two Declaration and Power of Attorney forms is included 
along with the other items filed on November 30, 2001. 

Inspection of each of the documents filed by Applicants on November 30, 2001, 
will show that Applicants' reply to the Notice to File Missing Parts was complete. Because 
Applicants' original reply to the Notice to File Missing Parts was complete, Applicants 
respectfully contend that the Notice of Incomplete Reply (Nonprovisional) was erroneously 
issued. Applicants, therefore, respectfully request that the Notice of Incomplete Reply be 
withdrawn. Applicants also respectfully request written confirmation that the November 30, 
2001 reply to the Notice to File Missing parts was complete and adequate. Because Applicants 
included each of the required items in their reply of November 30, 2001, no further fee should 
be due for this filing.
